in 1939 Detective Comics featured a story called 
“The Case of the Chemical Syndicate”. The seem- 
ingly innocuous tale opened with a scene of Com- 
missioner Gordon of Gotham City chatting with his 
friend, socialite Bruce Wayne. Later in the story a 
mysterious cloaked figure appeared who not only 
solved the case Gordon was working on, but also 
single-handedly brought the criminals to justice. He 
was called The Bat-Man. Little more was said to ex- 
plain The Bat-Man’s mysterious crusade against the 
criminal element of the world. His motives remained 
his own. The only other insight we received into his 
personality was his secret indentity. In the last panel 
of the story it was revealed that Bruce Wayne was 
The Bat-Man! 

That was it. It wasn’t much of a beginning. His 
predecessor, and soon to be close friend, Superman, 
had an entire page to tell of his beginnings, but The 
Bat-Man had to wait six more issues of Detective 
Comics before he was looked upon with enough 
regard to be given a history, and then only two pages 
worth. For almost nine years the stalker of human 
vermin remained as much an enigma to his faithful 
readers as he was to his notorious prey until editor 
Mort Weisinger commissioned writer Bill Finger to 
draft a full history of the cowled sleuth. It appeared 
as a single story in 1948, in Batman #47. By now The 
Batman had dropped the hyphen. 

Had The Batman followed most of his costumed 
contemporaries to oblivion, that one story would 
probably have been enough. But The Batman proved 
that he was even tougher than the super-powered 
crime-busters of his time. Because of his vulnerabil- 
ity, he had only his wit and courage to shield him 
against the ruthless attacks from the soldiers of 
crime. Cut him and he would bleed. Shove the muz- 
zle of a tommy-gun into his ribs and he was scared. It 
was, perhaps, this humanity which allowed The Bat- 
man not only to endure but also to flourish. His fam- 


ily of crime-fighters grew and he added some of the 
most infamous and, at the same time, the most un- 
forgettable villains to his Rogues Gallery. 
he time has come for a more lengthy retelling of 
The Batman Legend, But for those of you who ex- 
pect to find no more than a rehashing of oft-told 
tales, you are in for a most surprising and pleas- 
urable experience. Writer Len Wein has woven to- 
jether the human histories of The Batman and his 
riends and foes into a brilliant psychological thriller 
which will keep you hooked right up to its shattering 
climax, when The Batman confronts his most deadly 
antagonist.

Besides the tribulations or our brooding hero, you 
will learn several little-known facts which Wein has 
cleverly peppered into this exciting yarn. Who, for ex- 
ample, were the first people to wear a Batman and 
Robin costume? The obvious answers are not neces- 
sarily the correct ones.
